L PASO (Tex.) May 10.—{Exclusive Dispatch.] With the falling of 
E Juarez into the hands of che insurrecto army—unconditionally and, from 

a strictly military point of view, inexcusably and ignominiously—the 
price of peace in Mexico is the immediate resignation of President Diaz. 
This is the programme of the Maderists, as yet officially unannounced and 
unadopted, but nevertheless the only programme around which the triumphant 
soldiers of Madero can be held together. | 

Tonight word has come from Mexico City to Madero that Gen. Figueroa 
has 12,000 men ready to march on the capital and pull Diaz off if he does not 
agree, in short order, to quit voluntarily. : . 
Tt is vaguely hinted that the insurrectos are ready to march on Mexico 
City from the northern border. At the same time the peace commissioners 
are active and hold out hopes for an early resumption of negotiations.

STORY OF FALL OF JUAREZ. 
The city fell virtually into the rebel hands before morning, as forecast 
in these dispatches last night. The formal surrender of Navarro and all his 
men, the 450 men who were not killed or wounded or who did not desert, 
was made at 1:30 o'clock, after fifty-two hours of almost continuous fighting. 
The killed and wounded in the two days’ battle will not exceed 200. Of) — 
this number the dead probably do not total more than fifty, about equally di- 
vided between Federals and insurrectos. A considerable proportion ot the 
wounded were non-combatants, residents in Juarez. 
While Gen. Navarro was making his last stand in the barracks this aft- 
ernoon, he even retreated from his headquarters at the bull ring, and having 
been forced to abandon the fortified mission church of Guadalupe, I inspected 
from end to end the section of the city around the American Consulate, where

FEW DEAD IN AWFUL CONFLICT. 


The wounded had been removed in the night by the volunteers from El 
Paso, but there had been no attempt to carry away the dead. In a radius of. 
five blocks around the American Consulate, which is midway between the bull 
ring and the cowboy park, where Navarro at one time made his stand, I 
found seven dead Federals in the streets. In this district the insurrecto losses 
had been one or two. 
And yet on every hand was evidence of terrific conflict. 
of adobe houses were still smoldering. Behind one of the street barricades, 
within a half block of the American Consulate, the ground was literally cov- 
ered with exploded rifie shells, and across the streets, where the insurrectos 
had taken position, thick adobe walls had been broken by two-inch explosive 
“in| shelis, which were scattered all about. 


ESCAPE OF AMERICAN CONSULATE. 


Half a square in another direction from the Consulate was another burned 
house, against which the Federal cannon had been trained. The insurrectos 
had been driven here to retreat, after maintaining a position a block from 
the bull ring. Later they returned to the attack, only to find the bull ring 
deserted by Navarro’s men. 

Thomas D. Edwards, the American Consul, and his wife, barricaded the 
Consulate doors with a safe and the heaviest furniture. The telephone being 
Federal out of commission, they remained in the house two days and nights, while 
rifle bullets and cannon balls lodged all around them. Strangely enough 
neither the Consulate nor the adjoining residence of the Edwards family was! 
struck once. 
“We account for our safety by our having kept indoors,” said Mrs. Ed- 
wards this morning. 

The Consulate was full of refugees, both American and foreign. There are 
some. fifty Amerieain residents in Juarez, but most of them came to this side 
of the river when the hostilities began. N 
The battle continued all night and until 9 o'clock this 
Navarro was forced to abandon his position at the bull ring.

The shouting in- 
creased as the two embraced and en- 
tered the municipal building, now the 
Madero headquarters. 

Orders were being issued there by 
Gen. Pascual Orosco all afternoon to 
his men to guard stores and houses to 
prevent looting. Gen. Orozco himself 
shot at two of his own men whom 
he caught trying to make away with 
some booty. 

DEADLY REBEL FIRE. 

The town the Federals thought im- 
pregnable to attack fell after a com- 
paratively easy effort. The house to 
house advance of the insurrectos, with 
the same deadly fire which had driven 
the Federals from their, trenches and 
outposts early Monday when the 
skirmishing began, gave them an en- 
trance to the town, hardly molested by 
the artillery of the Federals. 

At the end of yesterday's fighting 
the rebels had extensive control of 
the town. During the night they dis- 
covered the Federal strongholds and 
by the use of dynamite bombs and 
shells, a raging conflagration and 
fierce musketry, fought their way to 
the famous old Spanish church of the 
town, a brown colored building whose 
high brick fenee formed a barricade 
for the Federals. The insurrectos took 
the church at midnight. The Fed- 
erals retreated further into the city 
to the roof of the municipal building. 
the edges of which weré piled high 
with sand bags for a barricade. 

WHITE FLAG GOES UP. 

After the attack was renewed early 
today and the rebels had  broucht 
their machine guns within deadly 
range, the Federals retired to the 
barracks and insurrectos by the hun- 
dreds occupied the houses within 100 
yards on every side. 

Their fire was rapidly demolishing 
the building. Shrapnel was being 
poured into the hollow square of the 


barracks. Many Federal cavalry 
horses were killed. Soldiers crowded 
the place to its capacity. Only a few 


loopholes from which to shoot at the 
insurrectos plerced its sides. 

Finallg, at noon, Gen. Navarro 
hoisted a white flag. He first ajtempt- 
ed to send a messenger to Senor Ob- 
regon, one of the go-betweens in the 
recent peace negotiations, to arrange 
Yor a cessation of hostilities or u 
sort of armistice, but the rebels 
would accept nothing except imme- 
diate surrender. 

FEDERALS STRICKEN. 

The gray-haired general stood in the 
doorway of the barracks and received 
Col. Garibaldi. Raoul Madero, a 
brother of the rebel leader, dashed 
forward with his gun pointed at Na- 
varro, ready to shoot if Garibaldi were 
hit. Federals and insurrectos alike, 
however, withheld their fire while the 
surrender was being arranged. 

The fighting soon ceased, and at- 
tention was immediately directed to 


the dead and wounded. The Federals; rj 


in their humiliation tore off their caps 
and uniforms and walked dejectedly 
in their underciothing down the 
street under guard of the insurrectos 
to the corral. They numbered about 
500. Tonight it was reported that 150 
of them had taken the oath of al- 
legiance to Gen. Madero, and would 
join his forces. 

Church bells were rung, residents of 
the town appeared in the streets with 
sighs of relief and the insurrectos be- 
gan a continuous uproar of shouts. 

REBELS WELL ARMED. 

The insurrectos collected thousands 
of rounds of ammunition from the 
Federal barracks, and easily have 
made the most valuable capture of the 
revolution. They now have two mor- 
tars, three machine guns and two field 
pieces. Their ammunition belts, some- 
what depleted during the attack, are 
filled again. 

The town of Juarez has been mauled 
beyond recognition by bullets and 
shells. Several houses have been 
burned to the ground. Numerous 
adobe dwellings are roofless. Some 
have large holes in their walls, expos- 
ing to view the wrecked interiors. 
Window glass, bedding and debris gen- 
erally litters the streets. Scores of 
buildings are punctured with bullet 
holes. Many show the destructive ef- 
fect of the artillery fire. The flags of. 
all nations were flying from the dwell- 
ings of foreign residents. 3 

INSURRECTOS JOYOUS. 

Down the streets after the surren- 
der, sauntered the insurrecto soldiers, 
in search of food and water. Their 
faces were unshaven, their hair un- 
kempt and their eyes worn by the 
loss of sleep in the three days’ fight- 
ing, yet they went joyfully about 
shouting: “Viva Madero!” as they 
passed one another.

James Monaghan, No. 3309 Baring 
street, Philadelphia, Swarthmore Col- 
lege, who was sightseeing in Juarez 
on Sunday, says he was arrested as a 
spy and since then has been in prison, 
being compelled during the fighting to 
carry water across the street to the 
Federal soldters who fought from the 
top of the jail. 

Gen. Madero walked about the 
streets, congratulating his men. He 
wore a felt hat with the insurrecto 
colors wrapped around it. 

Tonight he is safely quartered in 
the municipal building, in more com- 
modious quarters than his adobe hut 
of the last three weeks. 

More ammunition than they ever 
dreamed to be in Juarez tonight is in 
the hands of the revolutionists.

Steady Stream Passing Through 


Southern Part of State On Way For 

Attack Upon Capital City.

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) May 10.—Ameri- 
cans, who reached here from Southern 
Sonora today, report rebel bands con- 
eentrating for a campaign against 
Hermosillo, the capital of that State. 
Arrivals from Poza, a station on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, said that a 
stream of insurrectos had been pass- 
ing through the rich mining district 
east of there in the last few days, all 
en route to the capital. 

Several of these rebel bands did not 
hesitate to confiscate all the provisions 
at the camps of American mining 
companies, taking also the stocks of 
powder and dynamite from the powder 
houses. These explosives, they said, 
would be used in the manufacture of 
bombs, to be used in the attack on 
Hermosillo.

REBELS GOVERN AGUA PRIETA. 


Take Formal Possession of Border 

1 iN Tes 

Garrison Force Coming. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) May 10.—Rebel 
commanders in the Sonora campaign 
took charge of Agua Prieta tonight 
and set up a temporary State govern- 
ment in the Mexican frontier port, 
which was abandoned by its Federal 
garrison early today. This govern- 
ment will be perfected tomorrow. Gen. 
Jose Perfecto Lomelin, commander of 
the rebel forces in Sonora, sent tem- 
porary officers into Agua Prieta. Po- 
lice were posted to patrol the streets, 
and before morning Anacieto Giron 
and 700 insurrectos are expected to 
arrive to regarrison the town. 

Giron was on his way to attempt 
the recapture of Agua Prieta when 
couriers reached him today, inform- 
ing him that it had been evacuated by 
the Federals. His force is now only 
a few miles to the southeast. 

The rebels will name offfters for 

including post- 
master, customhouse collectors, jefe 
and guards. Since there are no 
Federal soldiers. in all the country 
from Douglas south, officials will be 
named for Fronteras, Nacozari, 
Tigre, Cos, Cumpas, Sahuaripa and 
towns along the Yaqui River. 
We will let the people come back 
into the towns,” said one of the rebel 
leaders tonight, “and invite them to 
take? part in the election of their of- 
ficials, thus putting into practice the 
principle for which we entered into 
this rebellion.” 

Agua Prieta is strewn: with wreck- 
age and fires were burning in several 
places tonight. The insurrectos are 
already engaged in repairing the 
trenches destroyed by the Federals

pregnable. Mines planted by the gov- 
ernment soldiers are being carefully 
dug up, the dynamite being stored 
for future use. The town will be the 
the seat of the provisional govern- 
ment in Sonora, and the campaign 
against the Diaz government will be 
directed from this point. 

In addition to the force of Giron, 
another rebel command will arrive 
from the south in the morning. 

It is expected that Col. Juan Me- 
dina, who was in command during 
the battle of April 17, and sur- 
rendered to American troops early the 
next morning, will be named jefe in 
command of the town’s defenders. 
Medina was released recently by_ the 
Americans. | 

The Federal force, which evacuated | 
Agua Prieta early today, arrived 
2 at Naco tonight, and will pro- 
eed to Nogales. This indicates that 
in the hurry to get reinforcements to 
Hermosillo, Cananea is to be aband- 
oned to its fate. From Nogales the Fed- 
eral army probably will attempt to 
reach Hermosillo by special train. 
This makes it virtually certain that 
Juan Cabral, Juan Antonio Garcia 
and Frank Langston, who, with their 
1600 men, made no attempt today to 
head off the retreating Federals, will 
attack Cananea. 


ANOTHER ENTRY PORT TAKEN. 


Sasabe, on International Border, 
Falls Before Attack of Rebel! 
Altar District Objective Point.

TUSCON (Ariz.) May 10.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Sasabe, a port of 
entry on the international border, 
about seventy miles northwest of No- 
gales, was captured by a band of 150 
rebels, according to information given 
out by Col. W. S. Sturges, Republican 
National Committeeman for Arizona, 
who arrived here today from his ranck 
near the border.

TO CLASSIFY COMMODITIES. 

CHICAGO, May 10.—[ Exclusive 
Dtepatch.{ One of the most import- 
ant classification meetings ever held 
is to take place in July, it was an- 
nounced today, when the Western 
Classification Commission will con- 
vene in Milwaukee to revise the 
schedules in western commodities. 
This will be the first meeting heid 
since that of January 1910, in San 
Antonio, Tex. Though usually a meet- 
ing is held every six months, those 
of last July and January were post- 
poned on account of the tangled and 
unsettled conditions prevailing in the 
freight rate controversy. As a re- 
sult an unusual amount of work will 
be before the meeting this summer, 
and it is stated that already about 
1000 subjects are on the docket, while 
new ones are coming in daily. On 
July 11, a preliminary hearing will 
be held in Milwaukee to hear the rep- 
resentations of shippers and the pub- 
lic and the regular classification meet- 
ing will begin on July 18. 


KILLED BY KIDNAPERS. 

CHICAGO, May 10.— [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Little Elsie Paroubek was 
a captive in the hands of her abduc- 
tors for two weeks before she met her 
death, and during that time was 
cruelly treated.

| NEW ROAD TO LABRADOR. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—Sir Edward 
Morris, Premier of Newfoundland, 
who is in New York on his way to 
the coronation, is taking advantage of 
his brief stay here to discuss with a 
syndicate of capitalists the proposed 
construction of a railway from Que- 
bec to a point on Cape Sir Charles on 
the coast of Labrador. The railway, 
according to the Premier’s plans, will 
connect at its Labrador terminal with 
a proposed new line of steamships of 
the Lusitania type, running between 
Sir Charles and Liverpool, making 
possible.a three days’ trip across the 
Atlantic. “I see no reason in the 
world,” declared the Premier, at his 
hotel here, “why such a route should 
not be successful and I believe the 
proposal will meet with the favor of 
both the Quebec and Newfoundland 
governments. It will mean by far the 
shortest passage across the Atlantic 
and with ships of the most modern 
type, the voyage from land to land 
can be dccomplished with only three 
nights at sea. The route would be 
open all the year around.” 


MAN DYING OF GLANDERS. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
health authorities of this city have 
in quarantine E. M. Combs, a farmer 
of Stafford county, Virginia, who is 
not expected to survive an attack of 
glanders. Combs is attended by his 
wife, a trained nurse. She has been 
warned that the disease is highly con- 
tagious .and almost invariably fatal. 
Contracted two weeks ago by Combs, 
when he was operating on a calf, 
the disease already has caused his 
total blindness and his death is ex- 
pected at any time.

With the sending of this note 
Navarro ran up a white flag and sus- 
pended firing. 

Garibaldi went at once to the bar- 
racks under a flag of truce, was met 
at the door by Navarro, and it was 
agreed with short parleying that Gen. 
Orozco should come to accept Navar- 
ros surrender. All that was prom- 
ised was that the lives of Navarro 
and his men should be respected. 


Some of Navarro's officers were in 
tears,” said Col. Garibaldi, “when the 
capitulation was arranged. They did 
not wish to surrender, but Navarro 
considered it would be useless and un- 
justifiable further to sacrifice his 
men.” | 


NAVARRO EXPLAINS. * 


Navarro explained to me that he; - 


surrendered because his men had been 
without water for three days and 
without food since yesterday, and 
would be slaughtered if they fought 
to a finish. It is true that the in- 
surrectos had succeeded in shutting 
off the water supply of the city, which 
has been in sore straits since the as- 
sault began, but the real reason for 
the action of Navarro, as explained 
by some of his officers, was the dis- 
loyalty of many of his soldiers. 

Navarro told me that his command 
consisted of 650 men and that he sur- 
rendered 450 in the barracks. Of the 
remaining 200 not more than half 
were killed or wounded, but they de- 
serted when opportunities presented. 
For this reason, it was explained, 
Navarro was compelled to hold his 
men in compact bodies. Flanking 
movements were inadvisable. If 
Navarro could have depended on all 
his men, sorties might have been 
made to the river and water brought 
to supply the immediate needs of his 
garrison. 

VICTORS SHOW COURTESY. 

Navarro was treated with courtesy 
and consideration ever when he 
passed the insurrecto lines on his way 
to prison. Far different was the fate 
of Col. Tamborel, Chief of Police, and 
Navarro’s ablest officer. Tamborel 
had taunted the insurrectos, calling 
them cowards and robbers. His say- 
ings had been published in local pa- 
pers and Orozco and Villa, the most 
impetuous of the insurrecto chiefs, 
were stung by his aspersions. All the 
insurrecto army was eager to avenge 
itself on Tamborel. 

Americans who witnessed his death 
told me that Tamborel, slightly 
wounded, was taken “prisoner last 
night in the fighting in the central 
section of the city. In turn he was 
taunted and reviled, and finally his 
hands were tied behind his back and 
he was told to run for his life. 

DIED WITH HANDS TIED. | 

There is disagreement over this 
version of the story, as he lay dead 
in his abandoned headquarters today, 
but the marks about his wrists were 
plainly visible. The Americans de- 
clare that Tamborel started to run 
and was shot by several of his cap- 
tors. 

All of the central section of Juarez 
is a wreck to hehold, but after the 
broken glass is cleared away and 


walls will cover all the evidences of 
damage from the hail of lead. 

The wounded are tonight well cared 
for in hospitals in El Paso and in tem- 
porary wards in Juarez, and by night 
the dead had been gathered and bur- 
ied in trenches in the cemetery. 

ON TO MEET RABAGO. 

By mid-afternoon, Madero’s men 
had stacked the arms of the surrend- 
ered soldiers, who are to be released.

“It will be shown at the proper time 
that back of these indictments and 
this prosecution is the most damnable 
conspiracy! of murderers and robbers 
the count has ever known.“ said 
Senator Andrews. He shouted in a 
voice that quivered with intense emo- 
tion. Then, turning to the newspaper 
correspondents, ne said: “What 
would you gentlemen of the press say 
if it were shown that my accuser, one 
of the Burns detectives, was sent to 
the penitentiary fifteen years ago for 
stealing and that nine years ago he 
and other men insured the life of a 
little girl for $6000, that the girl was 
murdered, and that this man turned 
State's evidence, while his companion

Technical Question Raised in 
Fire Alarm Case. 


Splitting Requisitions Seems 
to Be Practice. 


Public Records. 


After Justice Young had declared 
he was not satisfied that enough evi- 
dence had been introduced either to 
bind the defendant over or to dis- 
charge him, Attorney Rush yesterday 
morning requested that a further 
hearing be granted F. W. Frankhous- 
er, who confessed to changing requi- 
sitions for city supplies, purchased of 
the Gamewell Fire Alarm Telegraph 
Company. 
resumed May 24. 

The question whether the requisi- 
tions altered by Frankbouser by hav- 
ing their dates changed had become 
public records was argued at some 
length by Rush and Deputy District 
Attorney Horton. The latter stated 
that they became public records when 
they were filed with the clerk of the 
Supply Committee, Rush held that 
they never came under that classifica- 
tion because the committee had re- 
fused to act favorably on them. 

Just 
had been introduceh to prove that the 
requisitions had been altered after 
becoming public records, based large- 
ly upon the disagreement in defining 
the term; furthermore, Frankhouser 
had been ordered by his superiors to 
change the dates and split the amount, 
$2900, so that no requisition would be 
more than $500, and therefore not 
required to be publicly advertised. Yet 
Frankhouser had confessed to the 
alteration, and a charge might lie 


be introduced. 

Horton was willing to proceed at 
once with the examination of more 
witnesses, but Rush said the prosecu- 
tion had taken an unexpected line, 
and asked for time. 

OBEYS ORDERS. 

The confession by Frankhouser, 
made last January tn the office of City 
Attorney Shenk, was read by Horton, 
Frankhouser states that he was or- 
dered by Mayor McAleer and Capt.

ESCONDIDO, May 10.—Witn 76,- 
000 miner's inches of water, or 988,-

OCEAN PARK, May 10. Hompared 
with the local postal situation, the 
rebellion in Mexico is as nothing 
Venetians do not hesitate to accuse 
the postal inspector of having used

he transmitted to the Postal Depart- 
ment at Washington his recommenda- 
tion that the Venice, Santa Monica 
and Ocean Park postoffices be con- 
solidated for the purposes of city de- 
livery with the main effice located in 
the vicinity of Marine street. 

The enforcement of this recommen- 
dation means the abolition of the 
Venice and Santa Monica postoffices, 
since under the new order they would 
be: maintained only as sub-stations 
to the main office, which would be the 
central point for the carrier system. 

The proposal te consolidate has 
aroused a storm of disapproval from 
both south and north. Neither Santa 
Monica ner Venice will meekly sub- 
mit. They say the inspectors once be- 
fore made a similar recommendation; 
but the protest was so great that the 
department declined to act against the 
publicly expreesed desires of Senators 
and Congressmen and the patrons of 
the two offices. 

The Venetians are confident they 
will win the fight at the polls and that 
the name of the city of Ocean Park 
will soon be changed to Venice, and 
one of their arguments is that it 
would be ridiculous for a city of more 
than 3000 people to be forced’ to re- 
ceive its mail from an office of an- 
other name and in another city—this 
because the larger end of the Ocean 
Park postoffice is in Santa Monica.

THE ENTERING WEDGE.

A short while ago I had an experience out 
of which have grown unexpected results. It 
was seemingly a small matter.

The equation enters so strongly 
into both of these topics that it strikes

Church and state! divorced from each 
other by wise dispensation; politics and re- 
ligiont held outside of most forms of organ- 
ized work by constitutional provision. And 
now the Ministerial Union indorses woman 
suffrage. To be sure, the franchisement of 
women will more nearly approximate a 
union of church and state than is perhaps 
anticipated by the laity. Ministers have 
long been used to lament that their congre- 
gations are so overwhelmingly composed of 
women. Further, it is a well-known psy- 
chological fact that women are dominated 
hy their religious beliefs to a point far be- 
yond the understanding of men. Church- 
women especially are tenderly conscientious 
upon all matters of moral responsibility, 
often to a degree that borders upon fanati- 
cism. Their zeal for desired reform not in- 
frequently oversteps the narrow margin 
which divides acceptable supervision from 
unwarranted control in matters of 
liberty. The churehwoman's ideal of moral 
obligation is very largely the outgrowth of 
her individual religious belief, and this belief 
in turn is molded by the tenets of her partic- 
ular church. A well-timed sermon, a thought- 
seed dropped in the fertile soll of a congre- 
gational meeting, the hypnotic spell of re- 
ligious discussion of secular problems at 
election time, may easily exert an un- 
guessed-at influence in the affairs of city 
and State. Past expertence has demonstrat- 


ed that a combination of polities and rel 
gion 4s an undesirable quantity, and public |: 


opinion has placed its bam upon the church 
involving itself in those problems which 
pertain to secular pursuits, But the minis-

A 
holy day set forth for the promulgation of 
this new doctrine of militantism for women!

And what shall be said of that church 
whose sinister shadow lies darkly upon the 
pages of history and whose ultimate and 
avowed ambition it is to dominate the bus! 
ness and polities of the country. To quote 
from an exposition of the Mormon situa- 
tion, now running serially in one of the 
magazines: “They would compact the. 
church into a political machine and over- 
creep the country at the ballot box.” The 
same authority tells us that eighty years 
ago the proportion which the Mormon ad- 
herents bore to the country’s whole popu- 
lation was about one in 1,125,000.
